HORTON FIGHT 
PICKS UP PACE 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting against 
downgraded maternity services at 
the Horton General Hospital are fu¬ 
riously working to gather further 
evidence to support their case after 
a judge granted them a full hearing. 

Campaigners and politicians cele¬ 
brated on September 5 when they were 
granted an official three-day hearing 
to challenge Oxfordshire Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group’s (CCG) ‘transforma¬ 
tion plans.’ 

Cherwell District Council is leading 
the challenge, arguing that the consul¬ 
tation on the changes was inadequate, 
fundamentally flawed and confusing for 
people who wanted to have their say on 
the future of their healthcare. 

Since the hearing, the chairman of the 
Keep The Horton General group, Keith 
Strangwood, said the group was sifting 
through mountains of paperwork, some 
of which had been withheld until now, 
to strengthen its case at the hearing in 
October or November. 

He said: “We were not given enough 
information, papers were held until the 
last minute. Now it’s our job to gather 
as much evidence as possible.” 

Mr Strangwood warned that the in¬ 
frastructure at the Horton was being 
eroded, which would make it difficult 
to restore the services even if the chal¬ 
lenge is successful. He said: “Staff have 
been leaving in droves and they haven’t

all transferred to the John Radcliffe 
Hospital in Oxford as predicted. 

“The JR is becoming over-stretched 
and under staffed. It’s becoming unsafe. 

“This is a county-wide issue that 
doesn’t just affect Banbury. 

“We said this would happen and we’ve 
been proven right.” 

Following the ruling, the chairman 
of watchdog Healthwatch Oxfordshire, 
Prof George Smith, raised concerns 
about the impact the decision to hold an 
inquiry will have on the process. 

He added: “This is a very compli¬ 
cated situation. We do not know at the 
moment if the CCG has any legal obli¬ 
gation to suspend making changes to 
healthcare while we wait for the out¬ 
come of the full hearing. r 

“What we also have to remember is 
that it was the downgrading of mater¬ 
nity services at the Horton General 
Hospital which was met with dissent. 

“The other changes being proposed, 
for example centralising acute stroke 
services, seemed to be agreed upon.” 

Last month the CCG approved the 
first phase of healthcare plans, includ¬ 
ing centralising acute stroke services, 
more bed closures and the permanent 
downgrade of maternity services at 
the Horton General Hospital in Ban¬ 
bury to a midwife-led unit. 
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CCG spokeswoman Sue Boyce said: 
“We are currently seeking clarification 
on the implications for implementing 
phase one of the Oxfordshire transfor¬ 
mation plan following permission being 
granted for a judicial review of the con¬ 
sultation yesterday. 

“However, we have already assured 
Oxfordshire’s Health Overview and 
Scrutiny Committee (HOSC) that while 
its referral process to the Health Secre¬ 
tary is ongoing, no permanent changes 
will be made to the obstetric unit at the 
Horton. 

“As there are still not enough middle 
grade doctors available, the temporary 
closure of obstetric services at the Hor¬ 
ton will remain in place; the temporary 
midwife led unit will continue to run 
with the current staffing model and pro¬ 
vision of a dedicated ambulance.”

Extra cash for 
illegal parking 
fight welcome

THE decision by Cher- 
well District Council 
to pay for extra polic¬ 
ing out of its own pock¬ 
et will give the fight 
against illegal parking 
a much-needed shot in 
the arm, according to a 
senior officer. 

Last week it was an¬ 
nounced Thames Valley 
Police will receive £60,000 
from Cherwell District 
Council over two years to 
fight motorists parking 
illegally. The money will 
pay for a police community 
support officer (PCSO) to 
work full-time on clamping 
down on illegal parking. 

But the move is unlikely 
to be copied in Oxford, 
where Oxfordshire County 
Council says it will con¬ 
tinue control on-street 
parking enforcement, hav¬ 
ing done so since February 
1997. 


Supt Mark John, local 
police area commander for 
Cherwell and West Oxford¬ 
shire LPA, said: “Parking 
enforcement continues 
to be the responsibility 
of police in Cherwell and 
we welcome the decision 
by the council to set aside 
funding for additional re¬ 
sources to tackle this. 

“The council has taken 
on board concerns from lo¬ 
cal residents around illegal 
parking and its decision 
will have an immediate im¬ 
pact on the problem in the 
district.” 

He added: “This addi¬ 
tional funding will allow 
the police to have dedicated 
time, on top of our current 
resources, to prioritise il¬ 
legal and inconsiderate 
parking, and promote good 
driver behaviour. 

“This is in addition to our 
normal neighbourhood po¬ 
licing activity across the 
Cherwell area. 

“When breaches of park¬ 
ing restrictions occur, such 
as parking on double yel¬ 


low lines, when vehicles 
are parked dangerously or 
causing an unnecessary 
obstruction, this will be in¬ 
vestigated.” 

When the move was con¬ 
firmed, Cherwell District 
Council deputy leader 
George Reynolds said: “The 
district council is charged 
with ensuring the quality 
of life for people in Cher¬ 
well and this will have an 
immediate impact. 

“This fund will be a boost 
in resources for neighbour¬ 
hood police sergeants all 
over the district to tackle 
problems in their areas as 
they see fit.” 

Twenty years ago, the 
then Secretary of State 
for Transport Sir George 
Young gave the county 
council special powers to 
allow the decriminalisa- 
tion of on-street parking. 

It can enforce parking 
restrictions in controlled 
parking zones across the 
city, and enforces rules by 
employing a contractor. 


MP launches free water refill scheme 



SOME 20 local businesses in 
Banbury and Bicester have 
signed up to offer free tap 
water refills. 

The new refill scheme was 
launched with the help of 
Banbury MP Victoria Prentis 
last week. 

It is branded as a way of 
cutting litter levels and 
protecting the marine 
environment by reducing our 
reliance on disposable plastic 
water bottles. 

The initiative seeks to 
connect thirsty people with 
cafes, shops and offices 
willing to offer free tap water 
refills. 

Participating businesses 
register with an app and also 
place a sticker in their 
window alerting passers-by 
that they are a refill site, 
regardless of whether they 
are customers or not. 

Research by Bicester-based 
business Brita UK - which is 
sponsoring the scheme - and 
Keep Britain Tidy earlier this 
year revealed that 59 per cent 
of us would be more likely to 
use a reusable water bottle if 
refills were more freely 
available in places such as 
shops, airports and parks. 

Mrs Prentis said: 

"Disposable bottles can be so 
damaging to the 
environment, but they are 
often hard to avoid, especially 
when out and about. The 
simplest solutions are usually 
the most effective; refill 
enables people to do their bit 
while going about their 
everyday lives."

Drink-driver guilty of 
injuring crash biker

A DRINK-DRIVER who 
crashed into a motorcyclist, 
causing life changing inju¬ 
ries, has been convicted of 
two offences. 

Arunas Kirilka, 46, of Ken- 
nington Road, Oxford, was con¬ 
victed at Oxford Crown Court on 
Friday of causing serious injury 
by dangerous driving and driv¬ 
ing whilst over the prescribed 
alcohol limit. 

At about 5.50pm on July 12, 
Kirilka was driving his black 
Volvo S60 on Oxford Road, Ban¬ 


bury, when he undertook anoth¬ 
er vehicle which was stationary 
at traffic lights near to the Hor¬ 
ton Hospital. 

As he pulled away, he lost con¬ 
trol of his vehicle and careered 
into a central island, puncturing 
both offside tyres before collid¬ 
ing into the back of a motorbike. 

The impact caused the motor¬ 
cyclist to be thrown from his 
bike into the back of a station¬ 
ary vehicle. 

The motorcyclist, a man in his 
40s, sustained a shattered pelvis, 
a shattered right shoulder and a 
punctured left lung. 

He required surgery and has 
been left with life-changing in¬ 
juries. 

Following the collision, Kiril¬ 
ka was breathalysed at the 
scene, where he blew 84 micro¬ 
grammes of alcohol per 100ml 
of breath. 


He was arrested and taken to 
custody, where his reading went 
up to 93 microgrammes per 
100ml of breath - the legal limit 
is 35mg. 

Pc Neil Bowker of the roads 
policing unit based at Bicester, 
said: “The victim in this case 
who has shown great courage 
since suffering from these life¬ 
changing injuries. 

“This conviction shows how 
seriously we take dangerous 
driving and driving whilst over 
the prescribed alcohol limit. 

“I hope this case once again 
reiterates the dangers of drink 
driving, and acts as a deterrent 
for those who choose to drive 
whilst over the limit.” 

Kirilka has been remanded 
in custody and will appear at 
Oxford Crown Court on Friday, 
October 6, when he will be sen¬ 
tenced.

County set to go 
more 'super fast' 

OXFORDSHIRE will be at the 'forefront of 
digital connectivity in the UK' thanks to a 
Better Broadband programme, authorities 
have said. 

Oxfordshire County Council said it would 
be looking to 'unlock' more Government 
funding to roll out superfast broadband to 
more homes. 

It comes after the Government said the 
success of the national programme meant 
a total of up to £645m will be made 
available over the coming years to help 
take superfast broadband to the most 
remote and hard-to-reach places in the UK. 

Digital minister Matt Hancock made the 
announcement which could see more than 
900,000 extra UK homes and businesses 
gain access to superfast speeds after the 
end of this year, taking superfast coverage 
to 98 per cent of the nation. 

A spokeswoman for the Better 
Broadband for Oxfordshire Programme 
said superfast broadband coverage in the 
county was already at 94.97 per cent. 

She added: "Oxfordshire is well 
positioned to be at the forefront of digital 
connectivity in the UK. Over 100,000 
people in Oxfordshire are now using fibre 
broadband enabled by the Better 
Broadband programme, with take-up of 
services now at 49 per cent. We will be 
examining the potential to unlock more 
funding, as outlined by the Government." 

Police measures 
are 'draconian' 

THE Government needs to reverse 
'draconian measures' against police, the 
chairman of the Thames Valley Police 
federation has said. 

Police constable Craig O'Leary said 
officers in the region felt like they were 
doing a job with 'one hand tied behind out 
back' after the results of a force pay and 
morale survey were published. 

PC O'Leary said the results of the PFEW 
annual Pay and Morale Survey had 'come 
as no surprise at all'. They revealed 87.2 
per cent of respondents from TVP said 
they felt they were not paid fairly for the 
stresses and strains of the job, and 86.9 per 
cent said morale within the force was low. 

PC O'Leary said: "This echoes with the 
pain that our officers are feeling right now. 
Their wages aren't keeping up with 
inflation so household budgets are now 
very tight. 

"The Government needs to reverse the 
draconian measures they've been taking 
against the police. The police are here to 
do quite a unique job and at the moment 
we feel like we're doing it with one hand 
tied behind our back."

First nursing home in 
England to score highest 
marks in five categories

A NURSING home in Blox- 
ham has become the first of 
its kind in England to be rated 
outstanding in every area by 
the Care Quality Commission. 

Inspectors visited Godswell Park 
care home in July and found that 
it was ‘outstanding’ - the highest 
category - for being safe, effective, 
caring, responsive and well-led 
and outstanding overall. 

The Church Street home pro¬ 
vides nursing care and support 
for older people, some of whom 
may be living with a variety of 
physical disabilities including 
Parkinson’s disease, or who may 
be requiring palliative care. 

Michael Bone, the chairman 
of Godswell Park, who set up the 
care home after struggling to find 
a place that could provide good 
care for his own mother, said that 
he felt it was a ‘wonderful legacy 
for her’. 

Mr Bone said: “Elderly people re¬ 
quiring nursing care are some of 
the most vulnerable in our society. 


“It is important that staff have 
ample time to support them indi¬ 
vidually so that each resident may 
continue to live as fulfilling a life 
as possible.

Cherwell District Council has pledged its 
support to ensuring food and drink outlets 
are clued up on the information they need 
to provide for those who have severe 
allergies. 

Cherwell District Council lead member 
for public protection and community 
services Kieron Mallon said the rare 
severe allergic reactions reported to the 
council backed up the need to ensure 
restaurant customers are given the right 
information. 

He added: “When Cherwell officers 
inspect food businesses they make sure 
that business owners and operators are 
aware of their responsibility in providing 
consumers, particularly those who suffer 
from specific allergies. 

“With the right information in order that 
they can make informed choices about 
what they eat. 

“That is backed up by the rarity of severe 
allergic reactions reported to us. 

“Allergies can be fatal, but it’s important 
for businesses to understand that good 
practice not only saves lives it can be 
good for business by encouraging greater 
confidence in their service.” 

A change to the Food Information 
Regulations 2014 (FIR) legislation 
required all food businesses to provide 
customers with information about certain 
ingredients known to cause allergic 
reactions. 

The 14 major allergens which must be 
declared to customers are cereals 
containing gluten, crustaceans, mulluscs, 
eggs, fish, peanuts, soybeans, milk, 
certain nuts, celery, mustard, sesame, 
sulphur dioxide and lupin.

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A Royal drama full of charm 


VICTORIA & ABDUL (PG, 112 
mins) Drama/Comedy. Dame

TWENTY years ago, Judi Dench 
beautifully captured the aching 
loneliness and dignity of Queen 
Victoria in John Madden’s 
exquisite biographical drama, 
Mrs Brown. 

The diminutive national 
treasure effortlessly slips back 
into the regal garb of Queen 
Victoria for Stephen Frears’ 
heart-warming drama torn from 
a long-lost page in history. 

“Based on real events... 
mostly” declares an opening 
title card, raising the curtain on 
a comfortingly warm and cosy 
script by Lee Hall {Billy Elliot), 
who has adapted the book of the 
same title by Shrabani Basu. 

Set during the final five years 
of Victoria’s turbulent reign, 
Frears’ picture touches upon 
some of the same themes as 
Dench’s earlier portrayal of the 
grief-stricken monarch, albeit 
with more humour. Mrs Lighter 
Brown, if you will. 

The year is 1887 and Queen 
Victoria (Dench) is comfortably 
installed as Empress of India, 
although she has never visited 
the domain for fear of 
assassination. 

In Agra, two lowly men - 
Abdul Karim (Ali Fazal) and 
Mohammed (Adeel Akhtar) - are 
chosen by British authorities to 
present the monarch with a 
ceremonial gold coin called a 
mohur. 

They travel to Windsor Castle 
and receive a crash course in 
royal etiquette from groom-in- 
waiting Alick Yorke (Julian 
Wadham). 

Soon after, Abdul catches 
Victoria’s eye and the visitor is 
rapidly promoted to the 
monarch’s spiritual advisor or 
‘Munshi’. 

A relationship of mutual 
appreciation blossoms between 


Victoria and Abdul, to the 
consternation of her son and 
heir apparent Bertie (Eddie 
Izzard), as well as private 
secretary Sir Henry Ponsonby 
(Tim Pigott- Smith), personal 
physician Dr Reid (Paul 
Higgins) and Prime Minister 
Lord Salisbury (Michael 
Gambon). 

Victoria & Abdul is a 
bittersweet and irresistibly 
charming chocolate box, filled 
predominantly with soft 
emotional centres 

Twinkly-eyed Dench is 
flawless, capturing the isolation 
and despair of her overweight, 
cantankerous ruler as well as 
Victoria’s steely resolve when 
her son threatens to seize the 
throne by having her declared 
insane.

The Boy With The Perpetual 
Nervousness: A Memoir Of 
An Adolescence by Graham 
Caveney is published in

A THOUGHTFUL tale about music, 
class, religion and sexual abuse 
in 1970s and 1980s Accrington. 
Caveney, who has previously 
written books about William 
Burroughs and Allen Ginsberg, 
describes being groomed by a 
charismatic priest and headteacher, 
who enticed him by offering a 
cultural education rather than 
a bag of sweets. But this is no 
misery memoir. Caveney writes 
about the way he was manipulated 
rather than giving horrific details 
of the abuse and he skims over 
the alcohol problems, nervous 
breakdowns and suicide attempts 
which followed. It is harrowing 
subject matter, yet the gripping 
story is easy to read as it is written 
in short bursts, punctuated by song 


lyrics and quotes from literature 
which are Caveney's specialisms 
in his freelance work. The book's 
title comes from a 1980 The Feelies 
album track with the lyrics "The boy 
next door is into bigger things. The 
boy next door is me" - summing 
up the young Graham's aspirations. 
His parents were also ambitious for 
him and proud the priest had taken 
such an interest in their clever son. 

It is particularly sad Caveney never 
felt able to tell them the awful 
truth he reveals here.

OMAR El Akkad is an award¬ 
winning journalist who was born 
in Egypt, grew up in Qatar and 
Canada, and now lives in Portland, 
Oregon.

believing the couple’s home to 
be a guesthouse. The husband 
offers the man lodgings. 

The next day, the visitor’s 
waspish wife (Michelle Pfeiffer) 
materialises and violence 
percolates beneath the surface, 
exacerbated by the arrival of the 
surgeon’s feuding sons. 

The young woman of the house 
grows increasingly unnerved by 
the presence of outsiders in her 
carefully ordered world and she 
slowly relinquishes her slender 
grasp on reality. 

mother! is an artfully 
constructed, elliptical 
conundrum that invites us to 
become gob-smacked voyeurs as 
a talented filmmaker pleasures 
himself for two hours. 


inspiration for his debut novel. 

The book is set in late 21st century 
America, among the tumultuous 
backdrop of a second Civil War. 
Parts of the southern and eastern 
states are under water due to 
rising sea levels, the use of fossil 
fuels is outlawed and millions 
have been killed or displaced due 
to the conflict between north 
and south. We follow the story 
of Sarat Chestnut who, following 
the death of her father, helps her 
family survive in a displacement 
camp on the Tennessee border, and 
eventually becomes a pawn in the 
war herself. The comment being 
made on the policies and actions 
of the Trump administration is 
impossible to miss in this engaging 
and well-written novel. Though 
obviously far-fetched in places, it 
paints a disturbingly bleak picture 
of the potential future of humanity 
if action on climate change and 
the divisions in our society are not 
addressed now.

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Health services at ‘tipping point’ 



The ageing population will 
mean an extra 200,000 
people in county by 2030

OXFORDSHIRE’S growing and 
ageing population is at ‘tipping 
point’, with nearly 200,000 extra 
people predicted in the county 
by 2030. 

The county’s director of public 
health, Dr Jonathan McWilliam, 
said the way services are run needs 
to change to prevent a crisis in peo¬ 
ple’s access to health and social 
care. 

Predictions for the next 15 years 
show the number of people over the 
age of 65 will increase by 53 per cent 
and those over the age of 85 will in¬ 
crease by 96 per cent. 

And although the fact that people 
are living longer ‘should be shouted 
from the rooftops’, Dr McWilliam 
hopes his independent report will 
be the catalyst for change in the 
provision of services. 

He said: “The biggest challenge is 
the increase in the number of peo¬ 
ple in the county and the number of 
people that will be here in the years 
to come. 

“This issue has been with us for 
the last decade. The problem is this 
creeps up on us, it happens in slow 
motion and we do not take notice 
until we reach this tipping point 
where older services need to be re¬ 
placed with new ones.” 

The tenth annual public health re¬ 


port predicts an additional 183,900 
residents will be in the county by 
2030. 

And the challenge of managing a 
growing population is made even 
harder by a raft of other problems, 
he warns. 

Crippling house prices are affect¬ 
ing recruitment in health and social 
care - a problem which needs to be 
addressed to cope with the growing 
demand. 

Dr McWilliam said: “It is becom¬ 


ing increasingly difficult to recruit 
the staff we need to fill nursing, car¬ 
ing and ancillary posts. 

“In the last few weeks I attended 
meetings where the hospital and so¬ 
cial care services were spelling this 
out very clearly. 

“Some hospital wards are for ex¬ 
ample reported to be running with 
25 per cent vacancies.” 

Oxford is the least affordable city 
with house prices being 16.7 times 
higher than annual earnings, on a 


par with London, and bosses warn 
they might need to look beyond the 
county to towns like High Wycombe 
to find enough affordable for hous¬ 
ing for the influx of extra workers. 

Dr McWilliam added: “Other op¬ 
tions such as building hostels for 
workers are also being explored. 

“We have identified the problem, 
we have reached a tipping point and 
we have to work together to find a 
solution, even if we do not know ex¬ 
actly what that solution is yet.” 


Some developments for key work¬ 
er housing have been proposed, 
such as 83 homes at William Morris 
Close in Temple Cowley but many 
more would be needed to cope with 
the extra demand. 

Dr McWilliam is also calling for 
more joined-up thinking in housing 
developments, stating that the focus 
needs to be on how people can live 
a healthier life in their community. 

He added: “The key message is: 
health is planning and planning is 
health. 

“Of course every development is 
different, some are large and some 
are small. 

“But there are some basic princi¬ 
pals in terms of dementia-friendly 
streets, cycle and pedestrian lanes 
that can be carried through all new 
developments.” 

In order to tackle the ‘whole raft 
of issues’ Dr McWilliam is calling 
for central government, organisa¬ 
tions and residents themselves to 
come together and work towards 
an overhaul in the way services are 
provided. 

He added: “We have never been in 
this situation before, which is why 
we do not have all the solutions to 
hand right away. 

“But I think we have time for or¬ 
ganisations to find out what they 
need to do, we are recognising and 
reacting to that tipping point. 

“This is all about teamwork from 
central government, local organisa¬ 
tions and individuals themselves. 

“The whole point of public health 
is understanding change in society 
takes a long time, we are turning 
the Titanic.”
